ONE PERSON KILLED, 15 MISSING. 


T he Lo** o f L ife May H ave H een M uch 
G re a te r—Dock* Sw ept A w ay a t C a rra ­ 
b e lle an d Ve**el* L ost—V isitors to R e­ 
to r ts Suffered H ardship*. 


T a l l a h a ss e e, 
Fla., Aug. 4.-—The 
first train in since Mouday from Carra­ 
belle, through the storm-stricken gull 
coast section, reached here and the pas­ 
sengers agreed that the reports sent out 
of the destruction wrought by the storm 
had been extremely moderate. 
Carrabelle is literally wiped out from 
the map. Her docks aud wharves, con­ 
taining about 400,000 feet of lumber aud 
50,000 barrels of rosin, were quickly 
swept away. 
Thirteen or 14 large lum­ 
ber vessels in the bay were swept ashore 
and are now lying well up on dry laud. 
These vessels contained several mil­ 
lion feet of lumber. No information is 
obtainable as to the loss of life from 
these vessels or the large fleet of fishing 
bouts in the neighborhood. Only two 
or three huts are left standing in Carra­ 
belle. and one colored woman is known 
to have been killed by the falling of a 
house.

The colonel’s body is still at the under­ 
taking rooms, and the courteous sugges­ 
tion of Mayor Phelan of this city tha 
the body lie in state in City hall will be 
declined, in view’ of the fact that there 
will be no public funeral services. 
The regimental officers appreciate the 
kiudness of Mayor Phelan’s suggestion, 
aud Lieutenant Colonel Barnett will call 
Seminally on the mayor aud thank 
im. 
The reception accorded the soldiers 
from the Keystone state, on the march 
to the Presidio Thursday, was similar 
to that given the Oregon, Nebraska and 
Utah boys who had preceded them 
home.

ley of steam whistles, canuons and fire­ 
works accompanied them all through 
tile business section of the city.

Flags waved constantly as the 
soldiers marched between the lines of 
spectators and it seemed as if every 
piece of bunting and every flag in the 
city had been brought into service.

strings of cowTbells had been suspended 
from windows to add to the din. 
Three heavy batteries, one light bat­ 
tery and the regimental band of the 
Third artillery came first in the parade, 
followed by the Nebraska regiment, and 
then came the Pennsylvanians, led by 
Lieutenant Colonel Barnett.

Barnett’s sword, draped in crepe out of 
respect to the memory of Colonel Haw­ 
kins, commander of the regiment, who 
died at sea enroute home, caused a hush 
to fall on the multitudes.

Tile towns of McIntyre and Curtis 
were completely demolished, aud large 
interests have been destroyed.

coast resorts, Teresa aud Lanark, were 
more seriously wrecked than at first re­ 
ported, and visitors have suffered great 
hardships, though uo loss of life was 
known.

OUR PHILIPPINE TASK. 


O r e g o n 
V o l u n t e e r * o n t h e D i f f i c u l t y 
o f W h i p p i n g t h e F i l i p i n o * . 
Lieutenant Sutton of Company G. 
First Oregon volunteers, who has just 
returned to San Francisco from Ma­ 
nila. said recently that in his opinion 
it would be many years before real 
peace was established in the Philip 
pines, says the New York Sun. 
“ Aguinaldo is not half so Iris; a man 
among the Filipinos as he was three 
months ago,” lie said. 
“ Kven it lie 
was out of tile way. this brigandage 
war would go oil just tile same. 
At 
least 1»X),OOO men are needed to con­ 
finer and hold tile island of Luzon 
alone. livery place taken must be gar­ 
risoned aud held. 
The Oregon regi­ 
ment occupied the town of San Rafael 
and other places no less than three 
times. 
Each time the town was evac­ 
uated by the Filipinos. 
They simply 
went off iuto the jungle, changed 
clothes, hid their guns and reappeared 
among the Americans as paciticos. 
Many a poor fellow was caught by this 
traitorous gang aud chopped to pieces. 
They are cunning and cruel by nature, 
and 300 years of Spanish training only 
whetted their natural traits. 
“ If those Filipinos were left alone 
for three mouths, they would anni­ 
hilate one another. 
Most of the lead­ 
ers are well educated men, with some 
sort of title and ambitious to run the 
whole works. They are suspicious and 
Jealous of each other. 
The assassina­ 
tion of Luna is an example of the fate 
that will overtake many of the lead­ 
ers. General Otis is always cognizant 
of what is going on in the Filipino 
ranks. 
I believe he has hundreds of 
Filipino spies bribed all the time, and 
every move the rebels intend to make 
is known to the American commander 
beforehand: so such a tiling as a sur 
prise is impossible, practically. 
Intel­ 
ligent Filipinos In business In Manila 
and other cities are really desirous of 
American rule, but they are a small 
element of the population. In my opin­ 
ion, It will be years before the country 
will be pacified sufficiently for Ameri­ 
cans to travel in safety 50 miles from 
any garrisoned city.” 
Sergeant Dike of Company A said: 
“Whipped Filipinos are good niggers 
until the Americans leave the conquer­ 
ed towns. 
Then they file in behind 
and put on their fighting clothes again, 
hunt up their guns and begin fighting 
all over. 
W hat Is needed is a man on 
land like Dewey on sea, and plenty of 
men behind him so that he need never 
let up on Hie rebel leaders until they 
yell for quarter.”

O r e g o n V o lu n te e r * o n t h e D iffic u lty 
o f W h ip p in g th e F ilip in o * . 
Lieutenant Sutton of Company G, 
First Oregon volunteer*, who bas Just 
returned to San Francisco from Ma­ 
nila. said r e c e n tly th a t in Ilia opinion 
it would be many year* before real 
peace w as established in the I hilip 
pines, says tile New York Sun. 
“Aguinaldo is not half so big a man 
among the Filipinos as he was three 
month* ago,” he said. 
“Even ii he 
was out of Hie way. this brigandage 
war would go ou just the same. 
At 
least 100,000 men are needed to con­ 
quer aud hold tile island of Luzon 
alone. 
Every place taken must be gai- 
risoned aud held. 
The Oregon regi­ 
meut occupied the town of San Rafael 
and other places no less than three 
times. 
Each time the town was evac­ 
uated by the Filipinos. 
They 
went off 
into 
the jungle, 
clothes, hid their guns and reappeared 
among the 
Americans as 
paciflcos. 
Many a poor fellow was caught by this 
traitorous gang aud chopped to pieces. 
They are cunning aud cruel by nature, 
and 300 years of Spanish training only 
whetted their natural traits. 
‘•If those Filipinos were left alone 
for three mouths, they would anni­ 
hilate one another. 
Most of the lead­ 
ers are well educated men. with <ome 
sort of title and am bitious to run the 
whole works. They are suspicious and 
Jealous of each other. 
The assassina­ 
tion of Luna is an exam ple of the fate 
that will overtake many of the lead­ 
ers. 
General Otis is alw ays cognizant 
of what is going on in the Filipino 
ranks. 
I believe he has hundreds of 
Filipino spies bribed all the time, and 
every move the rebels intend to make 
is known to the American commander 
beforehand; so such a thing as a stir 
prise is impossible, practically. 
Intel­ 
ligent Filipinos in business In Manila 
and other cities are really desirous of 
American rule, but they are a small 
elem ent of the population. In m> opin­ 
ion, it w ill be years before the country 
will be pacified sufficiently for Ameri­ 
cans to travel in safety 50 miles from 
any garrisoned city.” 
Sergeant Dike of Company A said: 
“Whipped Filipinos are good niggers 
until the Americans leave the conquer­ 
ed towns. 
Then they file in behind 
and put on their fighting clothes again 
hunt up their guns aud begin fighting 
all over. 
W hat is needed is a man on 
laud like Dewey on sea, aud plenty of 
men behind him so that he need ue\ei 
let up on Hie rebel leaders until they 
yell for quarter.”
